SUMMARY 


On October 20, 2019, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting 
Rollout Team, comprised of Lieutenant Eric Smitson, and Sergeants Victor 
Puebla and Paul Valle responded tollSanta Ana Street in the city of Cudahy, 
regarding an on-duty deputy involved non-hit shooting. The incident involved 
East Los Angeles Station Deputy Robert Coyle, who fired his duty weapon at an 
armed suspect at the terminus of a vehicle pursuit. 


IAB Lieutenant Eric Smitson took reasonable steps to ensure Deputy Coyle was 
in the company of a supervisor and did not discuss the incident with uninvolved 
persons prior to writing his supplemental report. 


Detectives Michael Lugo, AR] and Ralph Higareda, +A assigned to 
East Los Angeles Station, arrived and assumed control of the criminal 


investigation. Information regarding their investigation was documented within 
incident and supplemental reports, under Uniform Report Number 919-14633- 
0263-055 [EXHIBIT A]. 


SYNOPSIS 


On October 20, 2019, at approximately 1112 hours, East Los Angeles Station 
ELA) Unit 28T, Deputy Robert Coyle, 

Incident History Report -l . Upon 
completion of the call, he crossed the street toward his patrol vehicle, and 
observed a gray, Toyota Corolla, California license plate number iii The 
car traveled eastbound on Live Oak Street, driven by a male Hispanic adult 
(suspect), who was the sole occupant. When Deputy Coyle entered his patrol 
vehicle, he was alerted by the Automated License Plate Reader (ALPR) system 
to a lost/stolen license plate associated with the suspect's vehicle. 
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IAB Note: Department vehicles equipped with ALPR system have 
mounted cameras which capture vehicle license plates 
and compares the information to onboard databases for 
stolen vehicles, lost/stolen license plates, and wanted 
felons. The ALPR system alerts deputy personnel, with 
an audible tone, when the vehicle license plate is linked 
to any of these databases. 


Deputy Coyle initiated a u-turn to follow the vehicle and verify the lost/stolen 
license plate information. This vehicle maneuver allowed the suspect's vehicle to 
create a separation gap of approximately two hundred feet, as it proceeded 
southbound on Wilcox Avenue from Live Oak Street. Deputy Coyle lost sight of 
the vehicle and attempted to relocate it as he drove southbound on Wilcox 
Avenue. Deputy Coyle conducted a vehicle license plate inquiry, via his patrol 
vehicle’s Mobile Digital Computer (MDC), to confirm the status of the ALPR alert. 
The MDC query did not provide an immediate return of information. 


In the distance, Deputy Coyle observed a vehicle, matching the description, turn 
westbound on Clara Street. Deputy Coyle proceeded westbound and maintained 
a visual of the suspect’s vehicle. There were multiple vehicles ahead of him, and 
he was unable to close the distance due to the vehicular traffic. 


IAB Note: Clara Street is a residential street with one marked lane 
for traffic in each direction. The posted speed limit is 
25 miles per hour. 


Deputy Coyle utilized his portable radio to conduct a vehicle license plate inquiry. 
Sheriff's Communication Center dispatcher confirmed the lost/stolen license plate 
information. The suspect's vehicle continued westbound on Clara Street and 
accelerated to a speed of approximately fifty miles per hour, exceeding the 
residential speed limit. 


Upon approaching Atlantic Boulevard, the suspect's vehicle abruptly veered into 
the eastbound traffic lane and turned southbound from the wrong side of the 
road. The suspect’s vehicle slowed to a stop due to stalled traffic, which allowed 
Deputy Coyle to close the distance to five car lengths. As traffic proceeded 
forward, the suspect's vehicle recklessly weaved in and out of traffic lanes at a 
higher rate of speed than the flow of traffic, and nearly side swiped other 
vehicles. Based on Deputy Coyle’s observations, he formed the opinion the 
suspect was driving recklessly under the influence of alcohol and/or drugs with 
no regard for the public’s safety. 


As the suspect's vehicle approached Santa Ana Street, Deputy Coyle closed the 
distance, with no cars in between them, and attempted to initiate a traffic stop. 
Deputy Coyle activated his red forward facing light. The suspect's vehicle made 
an abrupt eastbound turn onto Santa Ana Street with no regard for oncoming 
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traffic. The suspect's vehicle failed to stop and accelerated to a speed of 
approximately 50 to 60 miles per hour. A vehicle pursuit was initiated. Deputy 
Coyle activated the duplex patch and advised he was in pursuit. 


IAB Note: The duplex patch is activated to broadcast immediate 
and emergent radio traffic, allowing responding deputy 
personnel and the Sheriff's Communication Center to 
directly communicate with one another. 


IAB Note: Santa Ana Street is a residential street with one lane of 
traffic in each direction. The posted speed limit was 
30 miles per hour. 


During the pursuit, the suspect's vehicle swerved onto the wrong side of the road 
and drove through the intersection located at Santa Ana Street and Wilcox 
Avenue, which was a four-way intersection controlled by stop signs. The suspect 
abandoned the vehicle in front Eee in the middle of the 
street, and fled on foot. He ran eastbound on the south sidewalk, and continued 
southbound through the driveway located at BiS anta Ana Street. 


IAB Note: The pursuit traversed eastbound on Santa Ana Street for 
approximately thirty-nine seconds at an estimated 
average speed of 44 miles per hour. A vehicle pursuit 
evaluation memorandum was authored by the Watch 
Commander, Sergeant Nancy Escobedo, 

[Exhibit B]. 


Deputy Coyle drove past the suspect's unoccupied vehicle and stopped his patrol 
unit in front of the driveway. Upon exiting the patrol vehicle, he observed the 
suspect holding a black semi-automatic handgun. The suspect was 
approximately fifteen to thirty feet away, as he continued to run southbound 
through the driveway. 


IAB Note: The location was a multi-unit property containing] 
residential units and a shared common driveway whic! 
was approximately feet long. 


Utilizing his portable radio, Deputy Coyle immediately advised the suspect was 
armed with a firearm. Deputy Coyle yelled commands to the suspect and 
ordered him to drop the weapon. Simultaneously, Deputy Coyle advanced 
towards the front end of the patrol vehicle to obtain cover next to a retaining wall. 
The wall was located approximately 8-10 feet away, along the east end of the 
driveway. Within seconds, the suspect turned and extended the handgun in 
Deputy Coyle’s direction, from a distance of approximately 120 to 150 feet. 
Fearing for his life, Deputy Coyle fired two to three rounds from his duty weapon 
at the suspect. The suspect turned forward and continued to run; however, a 
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short distance later, the suspect turned again and extended the gun in Deputy 
Coyle’s direction. Deputy Coyle fired two to three rounds from his duty weapon 
at the suspect. The suspect continued to run southbound to the end of the 
driveway, turned westbound through the rear properties, and out of view. 


Deputy Coyle immediately voiced radio traffic indicating he was involved in a 
deputy involved shooting. He performed a tactical reload of his handgun. He 
voiced additional radio traffic to provide the suspect's description, the suspect's 
last seen direction of travel, and he possessed a weapon. 


IAB Note: A tactical reload is when a partially loaded 
semi-automatic magazine is removed from a firearm and 
is replaced with a fully loaded magazine, returning the 
firearm to its full ammunition capacity. 


A containment of the area was established and Special Enforcement Bureau 
personnel responded. A search of the area was conducted but the suspect, nor 
the handgun were located. 


Upon further investigation, the license plates on the suspect's vehicle Ey 
were confirmed to be stolen license plates, which were reported to the 
Huntington Park Police Department on October 9, 2019, under file #19-05865. 
An inquiry of the vehicle's identification number confirmed the vehicle was 
reported stolen to the Huntington Park Police Department on October 5, 2019, 
under file #19-05781.

Deputy Coyle wore a short-sleeved Class A uniform, bullet resistant vest, and a 
Sam Browne duty belt, which contained the following equipment: Smith and 
Wesson M&P 2.0, .45 caliber semi-automatic firearm, two sets of handcuffs, OC 
Spray, three extra magazines, a Taser, a pocket knife, a hobble restraint, and a 
portable radio. Deputy Coyle also carried a Smith and Wesson 642, .38 caliber 
revolver, in his right, front, pants pocket. 
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SUSPECT INFORMATION 


The criminal investigation was investigated by East Los Angeles Station 
detectives. The suspect was outstanding and had not been identified upon 
completion of this shooting/force review.

INJURIES: 


There were no reported injuries to deputy personnel as a result of this incident. 
PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Documentation of the scene was described in detail by Scientific Services 
Bureau personnel [EXHIBIT E], which was consistent with IAB investigator's 
observations. All physical evidence was photographed, documented, and 
collected by Forensic Identification Specialists, Yvette Gonzalez, iE My 
Nguyen, {EEE and Antoinette Bravo, # Scientific Services Bureau 
personnel photographed the scene and downloaded the digital images 
[EXHIBIT H]. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Coyle recalled he fired between 4-6 rounds of Department approved 
ammunition from his Smith & Wesson (S&W), model M&P 2.0, .45 ACP 
semiautomatic pistol. 


On October 20, 2019, IAB investigators, along with ELA Detectives Lugo and 
Higareda, responded to East Los Angeles Station and conducted a round count 
and seizure of Deputy Coyle’s handgun for testing. Deputy Coyle rendered his 
duty weapon safe, which contained one live round in the chamber, and he 
removed a fully loaded magazine containing 10 live rounds (10 round capacity 
magazine). 
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Deputy Coyle stated he performed a tactical reload of his handgun after the 
shooting, and placed the primary magazine in his right, rear pants pocket. 
Deputy Coyle removed the magazine from his pants pocket, which was an 
extended S&W magazine containing 8 live rounds (14 round capacity magazine). 


Based on the round count, if Deputy Coyle’s handgun was loaded to full capacity 
with the extended magazine (total of 15 rounds), he presumably fired 6 rounds at 
the time of the shooting. 


IAB Note: A total of 5 expended shell casings were recovered on 
the south sidewalk and the south curb line of Santa Ana 
Street, along the passenger side of Deputy Coyle’s 
patrol vehicle.

VIDEO SURVEILLANCE FOOTAGE: 

ELA Detective Andrew Hernandez obtained video surveillance camera footage 
from a resident who resides | a Cudahy. The following is 


a timeline of the footage [Exhibit C]. 


00:07 — Suspect ran eastbound on Santa Ana Street and continued 
southbound through the driveway located at 2:2 Ana Street. 


00:10 — A patrol unit traveled eastbound on Santa Ana Street and stopped 
at the mouth of the driveway. 

00:15 — Deputy Coyle exited the patrol vehicle and a deputy involved shooting 
occurred. 
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IAB investigators submitted the video footage to the Fraud and Cybercrimes, 
High Tech Taskforce, for possible video enhancement of the suspect. Deputy 
M assigned to the Orange County Regional Computer 
Forensics Laboratory, reviewed the video footage but was unable to provide any 
enhancements due to the quality of the video. Per Deputy AT echnical 
Services Report, he extracted four images which show the suspect “holding a 
dark object in his right hand.” The images were printed and submitted to IAB 
investigators [Exhibit D]. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENT: 


The following narrative is intended only as a synopsis of the interview. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators reviewed all 
reports authored by the involved deputies. 


DEPUTY ROBERT COYLE 


On October 31, 2019, IAB Sergeants Puebla and Jeffrey Hamil interviewed 
Deputy Coyle at the IAB offices. 


Deputy Coyle was alerted by the ALPR system to a lost/stolen license plate 
associated with the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Coyle followed the vehicle to 
investigate the alert but he was unable to visually confirm the license plate of 
until he closed the distance on Atlantic Boulevard. By that time, Deputy Coyle 
formed the opinion the suspect was driving recklessly under the influence of 
alcohol and/or drugs and was concerned about the public's safety rather than the 
possible lost/stolen license plate investigation. Deputy Coyle believed the 
suspect would cause a traffic collision and seriously hurt or kill someone if he 
was not immediately stopped. 


At the termination of the pursuit, Deputy Coyle estimated he was approximately 
100 feet behind the suspect when he abandoned the vehicle and fled on foot. 
Deputy Coyle scanned the passenger seats of the suspect's vehicle as he drove 
past it to verify it was unoccupied. Deputy Coyle stopped his patrol vehicle at the 
front of the residential driveway located at anta Ana Street. Upon exiting 
the patrol vehicle, from a distance of approximately fifteen to thirty feet away, 
Deputy Coyle observed the suspect holding a medium, black semi-automatic 
handgun. The handgun was in the suspect's right hand as ran southbound 
through the driveway. Deputy Coyle stated, “I remember it clear as day” and it 
was “100%, hands down, a semi-automatic black handgun” [Deputy Coyle 
Transcript, page 23]. Deputy Coyle noticed the suspect's right arm was 
extended along the right side of his body, and “it was not bending and running 
back and forth like the other arm” [Deputy Coyle Transcript, page 29]. 

Deputy Coyle did not want to remain in a stationary position behind the patrol 
vehicle’s door while in the suspect's line of fire. He quickly assessed his 
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surroundings and identified A O= A along the east end of 


the driveway as potential cover [Deputy Coyle Transcript, pages 25 and 27]. 
As he advanced past the front end of the patrol vehicle to obtain cover next to the 
wall, the suspect turned and extended the handgun in Deputy Coyle’s direction. 
Deputy Coyle stated, “I thought | was about to get shot. | thought he was about 
to kill me” [Deputy Coyle Transcript, page 24]. Fearing for his life, Deputy 
Coyle fired two to three rounds from his duty weapon at the suspect. The 
suspect turned forward and continued to run; however, a short distance later, the 
suspect turned again and extended the gun in Deputy Coyle’s direction. Deputy 
Coyle fired two to three rounds from his duty weapon at the suspect. 


Deputy Coyle estimated the suspect was approximately thirty to sixty feet away 
from him when he first shot, and an additional twenty to thirty feet away during 
the second time he shot. Deputy Coyle identified the backdrop to be a fence at 
the end of the long residential driveway. The suspect was the only person in the 
driveway at the time of the shooting. 


IAB Note: IAB investigators reviewed the video surveillance 
footage of the incident. The suspect was in the vicinity 
of the second residence (Santa Ana Street) at the 
time of the shooting. Based on the crime scene diagram 
measurements, the estimated distance from the second 
residence to the front of the driveway was 
approximately 120 to 150 feet. 


Due to the imminent threat Deputy Coyle encountered as he moved to cover 
from his patrol unit to the driveway wall, he believed he was not in the “normal 
shooting position | was trained to be in” [Deputy Coyle Transcript, page 34]. 
Deputy Coyle focused on his front gun sight to aim at the suspect both times he 
fired his weapon. He was unable to recall if he was in an upright or crouched 
position at the time of the shooting. 


Deputy Coyle was shown crime scene photographs to identify his and the 
suspect’s movements/positions leading up to the deputy involved shooting. 
Deputy Coyle viewed an aerial photograph of the property and he marked an “X” 
in the area of the driveway, closest to the street, where he first saw the suspect 
with the handgun. Deputy Coyle marked two additional “X”s with a connecting 
line in the area of the driveway where the suspect turned and pointed the 
handgun at him. Additionally, he viewed two photographs depicting the patrol 
unit parked at the mouth of the driveway and he circled the area of the driveway 
wall he used for cover during the incident [EXHIBIT I]. 


Deputy Coyle viewed the video surveillance footage and listened to the radio 
traffic related to the incident. IAB investigators asked Deputy Coyle if he heard 
the sound of consecutive gunfire during the radio traffic. Deputy Coyle felt 
confident he had a two handed grip on his handgun during the shooting and 
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believed the sound was possibly "coming back down the driveway from the 
shots.” Deputy Coyle also acknowledged he may have had a one handed grip at 
one point during the shooting but “it all happened so quick” and his recollection of 
the incident remained the same [Deputy Coyle Transcript, pages 44-46]. 


IAB investigators asked Deputy Coyle about the fact his patrol vehicle’s siren 
was not audible during the initial portion of the radio traffic during the pursuit. 
Deputy Coyle thought he activated the siren and the overhead lights 
simultaneously during the initiation of the pursuit. He was unable to recall or 
provide any further explanation. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENTS

in his right hand. Shortly thereafter, a Sheriff's Department patrol vehicle 
stopped at the front of the driveway entrance. A deputy exited via the driver's 
door and stood next to the patrol vehicle. 


Witness Iii walked into the kitchen and closed the rear kitchen door. He 
maintained a view of the suspect through a small window located on the kitchen 
door. The suspect continued to run and Deputy Coyle yelled “put the gun down” 
and “drop the weapon.” The suspect turned around to look toward the deputy 


and fell to the ground just east of esidence [Santa Ana Street). 
As the suspect stood up, Witnes: bserved a small, dark colored handgun 
in the suspect's right hand which was pointed at the deputy. Witness MERENN 


heard two gunshots, which he believed were fired by the deputy, but he was 
unable to view the actions of the deputy from his kitchen. The suspect did not 
appear to be struck by the gunfire and continued to run southbound to the end of 
the driveway, and continued westbound and out of view.

A deputy exited the patrol unit, drew his handgun, and 
stood behind the open driver's side door. He transitioned to a nearby wall to 
obtain cover. Witness [heard a gunshot but was unsure if it was fired by 
the suspect or Deputy Coyle.

Deputy Coyle fired two rounds and voiced radio traffic as he maintained a visual 
down the driveway until assisting units arrived.

She heard the sound 
of “running” towards the rear (south) of the residential driveway. Witness 
or MA the “BB gun” shots were fired toward the direction of the 
street (north).

siren from a patrol unit. Once the siren stopped, she heard “some running” and a 
male yell, “drop the gun!” A second later, she heard one shot, a pause, followed 
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by 2 to 3 gunshots. Shortly thereafter, she heard an additional 2 to 3 gunshots. 
She stated the gunshots did not have a “bang” and were “softer than an actual 

gun would be.” Witness ME scrived the gunshots as coming from a “BB 
gun.”
